WuhlngtoB, June 2S.— The ■esBionB 

of the senate durinp; the iircsfiit weoU 
fflll be devoted to odds and ends ot 
le|(islatlon. It was the purpose of the 
jlepubllcaii steering cppioiittee to 
wake tbe Cutlan reciprocity bill the 
ord^r of biisinrss aft or the disposition 
^•I the interoceanic canal bill, but the 
t^o Hepublican conferences have ren- 
^erfd it evi^ei^t that there could be 
reclproelty legislation this session, 
80 the steering committee has aban- 
doned Its purpose. Som^ interest Is 
manifested in the notice Senator Quay 
has liven that he would call up his 
qtotlon for the discharge of the com- 
mittee on territories frtjni fiirtlicr con- 
sideration of the omnibus statehood 
bill, in order to secure action on It 
(luring tbe present session, but the 
understanding now is that he will not 
press his motion and tiiat the (pies- 
tloD will go over until tbe next session 
of congress in obedience to the wish 
of the Republican leaders. On Tues- 
day the senate will laVie up. In obedi- 
enoc to the wish of Senator Hiirton. 
t^e bill creating a national forest re- 
■erye In the soutbera AppalMhIan 
mountain range. The remainder of 
t^e week will be given over to con- 
ference reiKjrts on appropriation bills 
a^d other measures in dispute be 
^Vcen the two hornet. 

Senators generally predict that tho 
congress will disperse between the 
ilrft and the Fourth of July. The ses 
|toii probably will be extended sonae- 
Wtaat by the neeefltity df (Bonelaidlng 
consideration of the Philippine gov- 
ernment bill, as all the appropriation 
bills could be finally disposed of dur- 
ing tlie present w«ek< Tb9 house, 
however, will not p«et en the Philip- 
|)ine bill until the latter part of the 
week, and It is expected that It will 
be necessary to devote considerable 
time in conference to the difC^r^pc^s 
between the senate and honse. 

It is possible that the Cuban com- 
mittee will report the reciprocity bill 
l^fore adjournment, but If It should 
so there will be no effort to secure 
action on It in view of the woll known 
qppoaition of a large part ot senate. 

In the House. 

■Washington, June 23.— The opinion 
of the leaders Is that the pres- 

ent week will be the last full week ot 
t^e present session of congress. Al- 
though no resolution for a sino die 
adjournment has yet been introduced, 
tbe leaders generally fix the date of 
fljjal adjournment on July 3. The Phil- 
ippine civil government bill will hold 
the boards in the house, except for such 
tfwe as may be occupied in disposing 
of conference reports, until Thursday 
and possibly Friday. Members gener- 
ally are using it as a vehicle for polit- 
ical speeches to be circulate^ in the 
coming campaign, and its passage by 
a solid Republican vote is assured. 
The remainder of the week will be 
taken np wHb conference reports on 
appropriation bills and other mens- 
uren ha dispute between the houses. 

King Edward's HMl|h. 

London. June 23.— The reappear- 
ance of brilliant sunshine after weeks 
of rain and murky weather gave to 
^e first day of coronation week an 
air. of unusual gaiety and glfddened 
tht hearts of thousands of British swb- 
JfOt* from all parts of the empire and 
1^9 thousands of foreigners who are 
pooring Into London, eager to witness 
u much Of this week's events as pos- 
sible. The announcement that King 
Ewdard, Queen Alexandra and the 
court would return to Ix>iulon from 
^Vindsor at noon Increased the univer- 
sal anticipations and •erred to quiet 
to some extent the flood of extraordi- 
nary rumors concerning the king's 
physK^ oondition, varied in some 
Qu^ftnn by w«lrd tales of plots to as- 
sassinate his majesty and other fic- 
tions, all of which have been promptly 
denied by the omdals most intimately 
eonnooted Witb tb« king. King Ed- 
ward's health was authoriUtlYtly de- 
clared to be good at Windsor onrtlo. 
and his majesty attended divine serv- 
ice, ncoompanled by other men?bers of 
the roy»l family.

BOER SYMPATH IZERS 

Bald to Have Introduced DUenii* 
AiniinK b attle K«ir South Africa. 
New Orleans, June 23.— It has de- 
Teloped about the hoarding bouses 
where the sailors and muleteers weie 
recruited for the British during tiie 
South African war, according to a 
Story printed here, that the diseases 
now raging in South Africa among the 
live stock there are due to Inocula- 
tions made In this port by Hoer sym- 
pathizers and disgruntled muleteers 
playing even with the British- It is 
•aid that the vims -ised was secured 
from a Phlla<lelphia chemist and that 
it consisted mostly of charbon and 
Klanders, It is also stateil now that 
the British susplcloned that this deed 
was being constantly committed and 
for that reason removed their head- 
quarters from this city to Montreal. 
The inoculations, it Is stated, were 
also made ip L^throp. Mo., so that it 
was necessary to break up that camp 
as well. The Britisb i^ro noif retaliat- 
ing, so It is intimated, by refusing en- 
trance ol lanlilina cattle In South Af- 
rica. 

MISPLACED SWITCH 

Wrecks a Flying PaMenger TrMlo. 
The Dead and ln|iired. 
St. Paul, June 23. — A passenger, train 
on the Sioux City branch of the Chi- 
cago, St. I'aul, Minneai'olis and Omaha 
railroad jumped the track near Ash- 
ton, Iowa. Two trainmen were killed, 
five others seriously hurt and a num- 
ber of passengers received minor in- 
juries. The dead: ,1. Robinson, 
mail clerk; Mr. Barrett, fireman. The 
Injured: James E^skine, mall clerk, 
serious; F. K. Weston, mail clerk, 
serious; C. H. Hall, mail clerk, seri- 
ous; V. S. Thompson, mail clerk, seri- 
ous. The engineer of the train, name 
not ■aoortninod, was bndly hart but 
will recover. The cause of the wreck 
Is said to have been a misplaced 
•witch. The train was running at a 
high rate of speed, and when it left 
the traek the mall enrs and smoker 
piled up on top of the engine. The 
sleeping cars also left the track but 
did not oTortum. 

Tuslon and Bryan For Governor. 

Grand Island. .Neb., June 23.— The 
Democratic and Populist state conven- 
tions will be held In this city Tuesday, 
and already the question of whether 
fusion (m the state ticket would be 
accomplished Is a topic of earnest dis- 
eniaion on both sides. Several party 
leaders hope to effect a combination 
of nominations and platforms that 
will be acceptable to the fusion ff)rces, 
and argue that such an arrangement 
la the only one by which the election 
of the ticket will be possible. The 
question of whether William Jennings 
Bryan will accept th<» nomination for 
governor is one on which, perhaps, 
depends the possibility of a combina- 
tion ticket. Little doubt is expressed 
that If Mr. Bryan shall permit his 
name to be used the rest will be 
easily accomplished. Former Senator 
William V. Allen will go to tbe con- 
vention witb the expressed Intention 
of securing Mr. Bryan's nomination. 
With Mr. Bryan eliminated from the 
possibilities, it is hard to predict the 
actU>0 of thf two conventio ns. 

Philippine Qazstteer. 

Washington. Junf 23.— One of the 
most valuable publications yet Issued 
from the division of insular affairs of 
the war department Is "a pronouncing 
gasetteer and gfosraphical diotionary 
of the Philippine Islands, witb maps, 
charts and illustrations." The first 
part of it is just from tht? press. The 
introductory notice recites the fact 
that thoufands of appeals to tbe de- 
partment for information respecting 
the Philippine Islands Indicate a wide 
spread desire on tbe part of tbe Amer- 
ican public for such a book as this. 
So all the ofllcial data within reach 
has been gathered together, and the 
result is a mass of information re- 
specting tbe islands.

Kire Department Badly Handicapped 
For Want of Water— Roundhouse 
and Locomotives Consumed 
by Another Bluae. 



Portland. Or . .lune 23.— A fire that 
starte<l in the I'hoenix Iron worl*s, for 
merly the Wolff ft Zwlcker plant, 
burned for fonr hours and destroyed 
six blocks of btilldings, ^Hlued at 
$600,000, The insurance amounted to 
1200,000. The principal losses: East 
Side L^mbfr coniipany, 910p,00li: 
Phoenix Iron works, flO.OOO; J. H 
Johnson shipyard. $7.''), 000; Portland 
Ciy and Oregon liaiiroad company, 
$30,000; Madison street bridge. $i:5,- 
000; city of fortland. roadways. f20,- 
000; Standard Oif company. $11,000: 

Fallen, Orendorff & Comiiany, $15,- 
(1(1(1 : Torpedo saloon and hotel. JIO. 000; 
miscellaneous. $30,000. 

Ten minutes after the fire was dis- 
covered the entire plant of the Phoe- 
nix works was in tlanies. The flre 
spread south to Johnston's shipyard 
and north to the East Side Lumber 
company's mill, destroying both. Sev- 
eral hundred thousand feet of dry lum- 
ber in th«' mill yard fed the flames, 
which leaped 200 feet Into the air. in 
the Johnston shipyard a schooner 
awaiting repair and a barge under 
construction were destroyed, together 
with a lot of valuable machinery. The 
fire spread next to the east, taking in 
the Standard Oil company's plant and 
the warehouse of Parlfn» Oj'apdorfl # 
Company. Implement dealers. Tbe 
Standard (lil c.nni'any's warehouse 
and two oil tanks were next de stroyed. 

Two apua of the .Madison street 
bridge acroe* the Willamette river 
were burned out next, and tumbled 
into the river. Then the wareiio\ise 
and freight depot of tbe Portland City 
and Oregon street railway, adjoining 
the bridge on the west, were attacked 
and quickly destroyed. The fre*. 
switntiiinj; liatlis moored at the briilfi" 
were in imminent danger, btit were 
towed away In time. The fire depart- 
ment was badly bitndi^apitpd for want 
of water. 



Roundhouse Consumed.

SHOT THE MARSIiAL, 

And (lie I'rople of an luwii Tonii

Sioux City, la., June 23.— City Mar 
shal Swearlngton of Jefferson was 
shot and instantly killed by S. M. 
Shipman, whom he sousht to arrest. 
The latter was killed by a mob. The 
trouble originated when two days ago 
boys, on the way to a circus, passed 
some remark altout Shipman. which 
caused the latter to throw stones at 
them. They swore out warants lor 
Shipman's arrest and the city mar- 
shall visited Shipman's house to 
serve them. 

in response to his knock, Shlimian 
fired twice, killing Swearlngton in- 
stantly. Neiys pf (h9 fbootipg spread 
and an excited mob surrounded Ship- 
man's house. Weaptms of all sorts 
were produced an<l the houne was liter 
ally riddled with bullets. That from 
the sheriff's revolver, is believed to 
hsve inflicted the fatal wound. Aftrr 
Shipman's death the mob dispersed. 
Shipman is said to be half wiited.

The marriage followed with- 
in a short time. The blifsful <lreani8 of 
Kftie Yere shattered when one morning 
she discovered that her aged and blind 
husband had disappeared. She com- 
plained to the police. Bishop was found 
after an absence of a ooopla of months 
and arrested. He is now languishing 
behind the bars, and Mrs. Bishop says 
she will praeeente higa to tt» fall ostpnt 
of tho law.

Wilkesbarre, Pa., June 23. — Presi- 
dent John Mitchell of the United Mine 
Workers of America Issued an address 
to the public. It is partly a reply to 
the letters of tbe operators declining 
to accede to the demands of the 
union, which were published about 10 
days ago. Briefly •ummarized, the 
addrese •ay^ that every possible 
means was resorted to in the effort to 
prevent the strike; claims that the 
cost of living has inomaaad to tbf 
point where the miner waa compelled 
to ask for higher wages; denies the 
allegations of the o|)erators that the 
productive capacity of the mine work- 
ers has fallen off. but, on the other 
band, has increased; quotes offlcial 
flgiires to substantiate the contention 
th.it the eni|ilove'-s can i),Ty bicher 
wa^-es without increasing the cost ot 
coal to the consumer; assorts that tha 
ooal-carrylng railroads, which oontrol 
about 85 per cent of the mines, absorb 
the profl's of their coal companies hy 
charglut; c.vorliitiint freight rates; 
claims that u Ion at the mines means 
anywhere from 2,740 to 3.190 pounds 
instead of 2.240, and says that more 
men are killed hihI liiiMii'd in the an- 
thracite mines of Pennsylvania annu- 
ally than were killed or wounded dur- 
ing the Spanish war. Tbe address 
also says that In the event the union 

is crushed, which, it adds, is not like- 
ly, a new urgani/.ution would rise from 
Its ruins. It concludes with another 
appeal for arbitration of all questions 
In dispute. 

Voted to Return. 

Charleston, \V. Va . .June 2?. — 
Eighty nine men at Winifred, one of 
the laif'f'>i mines in the Kanawha 
field, held a meeting and voted on the 
question of returning to work. It re- 
sulted in but one negative, and Man- 
ager Caseiday expects them all in. 
They have been out but one week. 



CRUISER BLEW UP.

and pien op hoard were killed or 
drowned. Only two man on board tho 
cruiaer escaped death. 

Burned a Cockpit. 

Manilla, June 23.- Captain Fred- 
erick S Wild of the Thirteenth i'llan- 
iry has been sentenced by courtmar- 
tial to be reprimanded for the burning 
of a native cockpit at Lingayen. prov- 
ince of Pangaslnan. Luzon. It is pre- 
sumed thi'.t the soldiers of (';, plain 
Wild's command burned this cockpit 
from motives of revenge for the at- 
tempted killing of two of their com- 
rades by natives. Mr. Johnston, a 
civil JudKe, wrote that soldiers hud 
been seen burning the cockpit, and in- 
timated in his letter that aa a result 
of his investigdtion of the matter Cap- 
tain Wild could get Information nf the 
occurrence. In approving the f1miinj;s 
of the courtmartlal, which seuteuced 
Captain Wild to ht reprlmandod. Oan- 
oral Chaffee says the captain vhdated 
general orders and did not show prop- 
er reapeot to tha eivU nnthorltles.
